Saturday,  September  10,  free.  Your  seats  are  already  reserved.  We  open  up  the 
spring  meeting  with  the  best  horses  running  in  the  Chelmsford  Stakes,  James 
Barnes  Plate  and  the  Tattersall’s  Tramway  Handicap. 

I  have  read  that  —  “the  race  is  not  always  to  the  swift  nor  the  battle  to  the 
strong”  —  but  don’t  bet  that  way. 

At  the  special  general  meeting  your  subscription  was  increased  by  70c  per  week, 
just  14c  less  than  a  packet  of  cigarettes.  Bruce  McHugh,  one  of  our  younger 
bookmaker  members  moved  an  amendment  that  the  entrance  fee  for  a  bookmaker 
be  reduced  from  $700  to  $400. 

Bruce  stated  his  case  clearly  and  concisely  and  was  supported  by  one  of  our 
former  leviathan  bookmakers,  Tom  Powell.

Miller  has  been  a  champion  cricketer,  a 
two  State  Aussie  Rules  representative, 
first  class  pilot,  dedicated  punter, 
classical  music  buff,  an  all-media 
commentator,  the  object  of  feminine 
adoration  on  several  continents,  and 
more  recently  appointed  a  public 
relations  officer  for  the  soccer  pools. 
But  he  has  always  preferred  to  be 
regarded  as  a  champion  bloke,  writes 
well  known  Australian  sporting  writer 
Jack  Pollard. 

Miller  was  born  to  fly.  He  was 
called  Keith  Ross  Miller  because  his 
birth  occurred  while  Keith  and  Ross 
Smith  were  making  their  epic  flight 
from  England  to  Australia. 

At  Alford  in  1 945,  Miller’s  Mosquito 
fighter  plane  came  in  to  land  with  the 
starboard  engine  spurting  flame. 
Skilfully,  in  a  variable  wind,  Miller 
made  a  belly  landing  in  which  the 
Mosquito  lost  its  tail. 

It  was  while  training  with  the 
RAAF  in  Canada  that  he  got  leave  to 
go  south  into  the  U.S.  Many  of  his 
mates  preferred  New  York,  but  Keith 
went  to  Boston  to  hear  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra.  There  he  met 
his  wife  Peggy.  They  married  after

SPORTSMAN  AND  CLUB  IDENTITY 


Cecil  O’Dea  joined  Tattersall’s  Club 
on  June  27,  1927,  so  is  presently 
approaching  his  half  century 
membership. 

As  a  youth,  Rugby  Union  football 
was  his  main  sporting  interest.  He 
played  first  grade  for  Randwick, 
Eastern  Suburbs  and  University. 

University  won  the  premiership 
twice  and  then,  in  1931  Easts’  were 
the  premiers,  with  Cec  figuring  in  each 
winning  side. 

The  formidable  Uni.  front  row  of 
Brian  Windeyer,  Roily  Waddington 
(father  of  TattersalPs  Peter 
Waddington)  and  Cec  was  THE  front 
row  of  the  time.  Cec  capped  his 
achievements  by  playing  for  New 
South  Wales. 

His  football  was  played  with  great 
vim  —  a  broken  nose  did  not  deter  him 
from  going  down  in  the  scrum.  He 
devised  a  cage  to  protect  his  proboscis, 
and,  though  chided  by  his  mates,  it 
earned  him  the  respect  of  players  and 
opponents  alike. 

Football  was  so  much  in  his  blood 
that  after  playing  on  a  Saturday  after¬ 
noon  he  would  then  double  up  to  play 
in  the  Rugby  League  Surf  Club 
competition  on  Sunday  morning. 

And,  with  a  little  name  dropping, 
he  would  then  join  players  such  as 
Wally  Meagher,  Alec  Ross,  Geoff

Storey,  Norm  Garvie,  and  Ron  Smith 
in  some  pretty  rough  and  tumble 
contests. 

When  Cec  retired  from  active 
football  he  continued  his  interest  in 
coaching  and  administration  with 
Eastern  Suburbs,  and  several  of  th 
teams  he  coached  won  premierships. 

Cec  was  a  member  of  the  Bondi 
Surf  Club,  although  he  is  probably 
better  remembered  for  vigorous 
wrestling  and  general  chi-acking 
activities  than  for  rescuing  distressed 
damsels  from  the  sea. 


Living  close  to  the  water  it  was 
natural  he  developed  an  interest  in 
sailing.  He  was  a  foundation  member 
of  Vaucluse  12ft.  Amateur  Association 
and  repeatedly  was  able  to  right  his 
capsized  boat  quicker  than  anyone 
else  -  no  doubt  due  to  his  great 
amount  of  practice. 

Cec  also  sailed  as  navigator  in  two 
Sydney-Hobart  yacht  races. 

During  World  War  II  he  was  in 
command  of  an  R.A.N.  ship  in  our 
northern  waters. 

His  life  has  always  been  marked  by 
incessant  and  diversified  activity. 

Cec  graduated  in  the  middle  of  the 
depression,  set  about  establishing  his 
own  legal  practice,  and  he  joined  a 
partnership  with  J.J.  &  S.J.  Carroll 
to  establish  the  widely  respected  firm 
of  Carroll  and  O’Dea. 

In  1948  he  took  on  a  new 
responsibility  when  he  acquired  a 
dairy  property.  He  bought  the  historic 
home  “Sunnyside”  at  North 
Richmond,  built  some  150  years  ago 
by  the  Pitt  family,  and  with  his  wife 
Joy,  restored  the  homestead  and 
garden  to  their  former  beauty. 

Cec  researched  dairy  breeds  and 
now  “Sunnyside”  is  a  first  rate  Friesian 
Stud  and  dairy. 

In  the  early  1950’s  he  was  the  first 
to  import  semen  of  leading  overseas 
Friesian  bulls  for  the  purpose  of  up¬ 
grading  the  Australian  breeding 
standards. 

In  the  administration  of  the  Friesian 
Cattle  Club,  Cec  has  been  Federal  and 
State  president,  publicity  officer  and 
treasurer.  He  has  represented  Australia 
at  a  number  of  World  Friesian 
Conferences,  including  the  1976 
Conferences,  including  the  1976  meet¬ 
ing  in  England,  and  for  some  time  he 
was  chairman  of  Tancred  Bros. 
Industries. 

In  another  sphere,  Cec  has  been  a 
member  of  the  board  of  the  Mater 
Misericordiae  Hospital  at  North  Sydney 
and  of  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital,  Auburn. 
He  is  also  a  life  vice-president  of  River- 
view  Old  Boys,  and  president  of  two 
occasions. 

Cecil’s  father  was  John  Henry 
O’Dea  who  developed  large  sections

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KEITH  MILLER  NOW 
A  CLUB  MEMBER

Keith  was  discharged  in  1946  and  have 
lived  since  in  the  Sydney  suburb  of 
Newport. 

The  Millers  have  four  sons.  The 
first  boy  was  named  William  after  one 
of  Keith’s  airmen  cobbers  from  Broken 
Hill.  The  third  was  named  Denis  after 
Miller’s  mate  Denis  Compton,  at  a  time 
when  Compton’s  fortunes  were  in  the 
doldrums. 

Miller,  a  genuine  authority  on 
classical  music,  numbers  as  many 
famous  musicians  among  his  friends 
as  he  does  jockeys  and  racecourse 
urgers. 

“I  have  seen  him  at  the  Royal 
Albert  Hall  earnestly  discussing  with 
Sir  John  Barbarolli  the  great 
conductor’s  interpretation  of  a  famous 
piece.  I  have  also  been  to  some  pretty 
bawdy  places  with  him,  ”  says  Jack 
Pollard. 

“We  wrote  a  book  together  once 
and  when  we  got  to  the  part  about 
how  young  cricketers  should  stand  at 
the  crease,  Keith  couldn’t  tell  me  where 
he  put  his  feet  and  hands.” 


“I’m  damned  if  I  know,”  he  said 
and  then  yelled  to  young  Billy  to  bring 
in  a  bat  so  he  could  think  about  it, 
probably  for  the  first  time  in  his  life. 

“Miller  can  swap  jokes  with  royalty 
one  minute  and  have  a  beer  with  a 
strapper  the  next.  In  his  playing  days, 
when  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  or  the 
late  King  George  VI  came  on  to  the 
field  at  Lord’s  to  shake  hands  with  the 
Australian  team,  it  was  always 
noticeable  that  most  of  our  lads  froze 
while  Miller  made  the  Duke  or  the 
King  laugh. 

“As  an  old  newspaperman  I  have 
always  considered  that  Australian 
newspapers  have  failed  to  get  the  best 
out  of  this  incredibly  colorful  character. 
In  England,  they  have  had  the  good 
sense  to  exploit  his  flair. 

“I  remember  particularly  a  series 
of  articles  at  the  start  of  one  English 
flat-racing  season  when  Keith  described 
how  he  flew  his  fighter  up  the  straights 
at  Royal  Ascot,  Goodwood  and  the 
•  other  great  race  tracks. 

“He  also  wrote  that  the  big 
frustration  of  his  life  had  been  when  his 
mother  took  him  to  the  Victoria 
Racing  Club  and  he  discovered  that  he 
was  too  big  to  become  a  jockey”. 


As  £  boy  he  wanted  to  ride  a 
Melbourne  Cup  winner  or  an  English 
Derby  Winner  more  than  to  play  Test 
cricket  for  Australia  or  to  represent 
Victoria  and  New  South  Wales  at 
Aussie  Rules.  He  has  owned  several 
horses  and  his  closest  friends  include 
Scobie  Breasley  and  other  great 
jockeys. 

As  a  cricketer,  Miller  could  swing  a 
Test  in  a  few  overs  of  glorious  shot¬ 
making  and  big  hitting  or  three  overs 
of  fast  bowling. 

He  was  a  superlative  slips  fieldsman 
who  took  match-winning  catches  in 
between  gossiping  to  our  slips  cordon 
about  horses  he  had  going. 

In  all  he  scored  41  hundreds  in 
first-class  cricket,  hit  9,258  runs  and 
took  170  Test  wickets.  He  also  kicked 
a  football  further  than  most  of  us  have 
seen  it  kicked  and  got  down  to  a  six 
handicap  at  golf. 

Miller  has  joined  Tattersall’s  Club 
mindful  of  the  club’s  history  of 
comradeship  and  sportsmanship.  It  is 
very  doubtful  if  even  Tattersall’s  can 
boast  of  a  member  with  a  more 
colorful  background  and  with  such  a 
wide-ranging  repertoire  of  breezy 
stories.

THE  GRAND  HANDICAP 

Quantitatively  speaking,  the  Grand  Handicap  earns  the  flop  classification  but 
qualitatively,  matches  already  concluded  point  to  a  surprise  finale. 

Some  of  the  favourites  have  had  their  confidence  severely  shaken  and  some 
names  new  to  the  final  rounds  could  be  seen  in  action. 


One  of  the  brighter  stars  in  the 
handball  firmament,  Ray  Hopkins, 
has  already  revealed  that  he  is  in  top 
form  and  will  take  a  “tonne”  of 
beating  before  he  is  eliminated. 

With  Michael  O’Dea  still  active  in 
the  tournament  no  player  can  afford 
to  be  over  confident  and  that  tough 
young  competitive  nut,  Charles 
Robinson,  has  his  vision  firmly  fixed 
on  only  one  result.

Ray  Hopkins  stood  big  John  Ried, 
last  year’s  runner-up  in  the  B  Grade 
final,  a  big  start  to  the  tune  of  22 
points. 

John  may  have  lacked  match 
practise  at  the  time  of  playing  but 
he  performed  valiantly  to  hold  Ray 
throughout  the  game. 

Ray,  against  a  player  of  John’s 


stature,  must  have  felt  as  though  he 
was  out  of  sight  but  playing  some 
devastating  handball,  eventually 
earned  the  umpire’s  pat,  41—39. 

Ray  played  on  immediately  against 
another  surprise  first  round  winner  in 
the  improving  shape  of  David  Dobbin. 

Ray,  giving  away  a  24  point  start, 
went  on  to  a  very  easy  win  that  could 
mainly  be  attributed  not  only  to  far 
superior  skill  but  also  to  a  vast  reservoir 
of  experience  and  condition  to  be  able 
to  play  two  competitive  41  up  matches 
in  less  than  one  hour.
